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Ranching and Grazing Commission Sitsin Glelchen Te-day 
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Tn view of the ranching and Gra- 
zing Commission nieeting in Glei- 
chen today, the following short his- 
tory written specially for the Cat 
will be read with interest;— 

In 1874 the Northwest Mounted 
Police arrived in this country. On 
arriving at the Cypress Hills, and 
from thence west, they were contin- 
ually passing large herds of buffalo, 
So numerous were these animals 
that they had much difticuity, es- 
pecially in the vicinity of water to 
obtain grass for horses. To the in- 
experienced eye this grass did not 
appear to possess much value, but 
on viewing the condition of the bul 
falo they killed for food they had té 
alter their opinion. 

While the bulk of the buffalo mi- 
yrated south inthe fall and early 
winter many remained and their 
condition in the spring proved that 
the grass was able to retain its nu- 
triment during the. winter.,Th‘s led 
them to believe that catile» might 
sucveed under the same circumstan- 
ces, a belief that was strengthened | 
by the fact that in Montana, a simi 
lar country, ranching had made 
some progress, consequently some of 
the first. time-expired men of the 
police who had the means purchas- 
ed emall herds of cattle in Montana 
and drove them into this country. 
Police were Visneer Ranchmen 

Their scecers for the first couple 
«I years proved that this was an ex- 
evellent stock country ,but they quick 
ly learned that though cattle could 
winter on the prairie grass, itdid 
pay for several reasons to depend 
entirely on it. They found the eat- 
tle, if not occassionally fed during 
the winter would wander off, and it 
paid to have the cows close at home 
especially in the spring, during the 
calving time, so that they could be 
placed under rough shelter during 
the spring storms. Neglect of this 
might mean some years the loss of 
uver fifty per cent of the calve drop 
cs well aga serious lose in the cows 
also. 

With this end in view the early 
yanchers fenced and plowed the land 
they required td grow fe ed, ulmost 
entirely oats. Some threshed and 
disposed of the grain to the police 
and freighters, finding that straw 
nlone was suflicient to winter stock. 

The early rancher was essentially 
a mixed farmer, and those engaged 
in that business, no matter how 
small their start quickly achieved 
success and were looking forward to 
become prosperous, Most of the po- 
lice were saving their pay, intending 
to engage in the business when their 
time expired, Some young men 
were induced to come out from Ire- 
Jand. ‘They were more than pleased 
with their success. Some of them 
visited that country and spread the 
wood news as they had perfect faith 
in the future of this country. 

Indians Face Starvation 
«

forthem. They were also no doubt 

influenced by fer of the police, for 
whom they had the grearest respect 

But hunger at last drove them to 
killing cattle—few at first. Com- 

plaints would be made to the pelice 

but they were helpless. They had | 
no means of detecting the culprits, 

and even if they had it might have 

been unwise to have taken any act- 

ion, as there were several thousand 

Indians in the country, well armed, 

and *f driven to desperation tne re- 

sult might have been disastrous. 


Indians Slaughter Cattle 


As the Indians found they could 
fillcattle with impunity their awe 
of the police began to decrease and 
their depredations correspondingly 
increased. This naturally alarmed 
the settlers, and a number of them 
interviewed Mr. Dewdney and re- | 
quested him to purchase suflicient | 
of their cattle to feed the Indians 
until the promised supplies arrived. 
This he refused to do, and his re- | 
fusal probably changed the history | 
of Southern Alberta. ‘The ranchers 
collected what cattle they had left, 
and those who found they bad suffi 
cient to justify starting in another 
country drove thei to Montana and 
all, with the exception of Mr. Mon- 
sell became permanent residents of 
that country. On counting the cat 
tle it wasfound that the Indians 
had killed over fifty per cent in six 
weeks, This ended the first attempt 
to settle Southern Alberta, and for 
at Jeast two years no further effort
